SII OF HER CREW GO DOWJI WITH HER. 


The Vessel Actually Lifted Completely 


Out of the Water by a Squall of 


Wind and Dropped Over 


on Her Side. 


SAX FRANCISCO, April 10.—The Brit- 


ish ship Bliiirmerc was capsized in the 
bay off the TJnion iron works yester- 
day morning and six of her crew were 
drowned. 


The ihip is now at the bottom of the 


bay and the bodies of the drowned men 
are imprisoned in the hold. It will be 
impossilile to recover them for several 
days. Then work will probably have 
to V,e done by divers. 


The Blairmerc was anchored about 


lialf a mile off the Union iron works in 
seven fathoms of water. 
During the 


early part of the night sine was held 
only by one anchor. 
iiut at four 


o'clock yesterday morning. Whe» a 
wind -storm came up, all the available 
anchors were dropped aud her fasten- 
ings made secure. 


At seven o'clock the win'l suddenly 


sprang up from the southeast with in- 
creased violence. Tlie tide was then 
at its flood, and taking the ship'on the 
starboard bilpc, heeled her over con- 
siderably.

warning a wild squall rubhed up, and 
catching the ves>sel under the port 
bow, lifted her completely out of the 
water. For a moment she seemed held 
in the air, then dropped over on her 
side and shortly after sank out of 
sight.

Sake Indian Forced to Slay Hi* 


Sister by the Tribe. 


trial of th« Murderer That Beveab M 


Appalling Condition of Ignorance 


aad Snpentttlon In an 


Alaika Tribe. 


During the trial of the Klamock In- 


dian Kootekh, last Monday, says the 
Alaska News, upon the charge of hav- 
ing1 murdered hie sister, claiming as 
his excuse that she was a witch, some 
' sensational facts were revealed not 
konwn heretofore. 
The prisoner's 


counsel, C. S. Johnson, had a long con- 
ference .with District Attorney Ben- 
nett and Judge Truitt upon the case, 
in which they were very materially as- 
sisted by Frank Murray, who probably 
knows more about the Klakse, their 
babita, customs and religious beliefs, 
than any other white man in Alaska. 
It appears the murderer was scarcely 
responsible for the deed he committed. 
After repeatedly refusing- to slay his 
sister, he was made insanely drunk on 
hootchinoo, the rifle placed in his hands, 
and nearly every member of the tribe 
goaded him on with tire-ate and taunts 
to do the deed 


The squaws w ere particulaxly*t*ud in 


their demonstrations, calling him a 
woman, which, to a Kake, is the most 
insulting epithet known. 
It should 


be said that when a squaw of that tribe 
is pronounced a witch by the medicine 
man she is at once ostracized and can- 
not mingle with other members of her 
tnbe 
Her family regard it as a terri- 


ble disgrace, Tvhich can only be wiped 
out by the deathof the accused. 
Stran- 


ger etill, the woman thus branded con- 
siders herself accursed and her early 
death inevitable, and in the case now 
at hand the sister importuned her 
brother time and again to kill her and 
remove the stain from the family es- 
cutcheon 
In all such cases the cus- 


toms and traditions of the tribe make 
the elder brother the executioner 
Judge Truitt very humanely and very 
justly took these things into considera- 
tion. 
After the counsel had finished 


their deliberations, the prisoner, upon 
the advice of his attorney, and under 
promise of a light sentence, pleaded 
guilty, and uas sentenced to 15 months' 
imprisonment

I have B specimen -which 
I kept in captivity for a number of 
montha, during which time I gave con- 
siderable attention to its habits. So far 
as I am able to learn, it is an entirely 
new species of a. small group known as 
Blow lemurs. Dp to this time there have

The body is covered with a dense 


growth of Eoft hair, almost like for. 
It is dark brown In color, but some- 
what lighter on the under aide of the 
body. The noee is quite bare and very 
black. 
I have never seen oneof these animato 


in the adult state, but apparently they 
grow to be 14 or 15 inches in Jeng-th. 
The specimen I had was only eight 
or nine inches long. The body is rela- 
tively heavy, and the limbs are short. 


While eleepiug they crouch in the 


fork of a tree, selecting a bough whicli 
they can grasp with the feet. They 
always lie upon the upper side of tjie 
limb with the head towards the top of 
the tree, but they sometimes rest the 
body on the base of the spinal column, 
stretching out the arms at full length, 
and resting the chin on the breast. 
In this position they will sit for hours.

only been two species of this genus | 
known in Africa, but the specimen in ' 
my possession is not identical with 
either. I have never found a specimen 
of it In any museum, either in this coun- 
try or abroad, and I have found no zool- 
ogist who has ever seen or known one. 
It is neither a potto nor an awantibo, 
though it doubtless belongs to that 
group, being- included in the genus of 
lemuroida called "Arctocebus"—i. e.. 
bear apes. 


The native name of Uus animal is 


"Ikanda," and it apears to be confined 
to a small scope of country along1 the 
equator in West Central Africa; its 
habitat does not extend to the coast, but 
otops at the edge at the delta lines. It 
is uncertain how far it extends to the 
interior. I found very few of the na- 
tives of the low country that knew the 
native name of the animal, and most of 
them assured me that it lived far away 
in the hill country) bntnearly every one 
of the negroes from the interior knew 
the creature and its name, and some of 
them related strange stories concern- 
ing its habits.

they lick the hands perfectly clean. 


The specimen that I had was fond of 


several kinds of fruit, but the food thivt 
he appeared to like best was a certain 
kind of green (frftashopper very com- 
mon in that port of Africa. 


While he preferred this particular in- 


sect, there were some otherkinds tJiat ho 
would eat when hungry, but there wen- 
some kinds which he refused to touch 
at all. To test this Istrung'avaiiety of 
these insects on a. fine wire, and 
stretched it before him. 
Ho quickly 


picked off the green ones, and swaJ- 
lowed them; then a few of the otlicrs. 
which he ate with less eagerness, leav- 
ing the rest undisturbed.

food that he was fond of was a youug 
snail\vlien from onetotwoiach.es long; 
for lorgier or smaller ones of the same 
kind, he did not seem to care. His teeth 
indicated that a Jarge part of his food 
consisted of insects, and it is probable 
that the long claw on his toe was de- 
signed to aid in their capture.

that the name "arctocebus" has been 
conferred upon. turn. Every movement 
Is exactly like that of a. bear; the ears, 
nose and tail are also like those of <-. 
bear. The eyes are large, extremely 
convex and protruding-; they are round 
like the eyes of a lemur, "and are well 
adapted to the owner's nocturnal hab- 
its; they are not clear or pronounced in 
color, but have a hazy or smoky look. 
The teeth are email and white, and the 
creature is not averse to using them in 
a very spiteful way. The canines are 
conical; the incisors look like those of 
a human being-, except in size. 


The most singular physical features 


are the hands and feet, which are shown 
in the drawings. The hand isaperfect 
human hand in every respect, except 
the want of an index finger. At the end 
of the metacarpal bone, where the first 
finger joins the band, it looks exactly 
as 11 the finger had been amputated in a 
most skillful manner, leaving no scar 
or mark. The thumb is quite perfect 
and normal in size. 


The great toe projects from oma «id« 


of the foot; but the angle between it 
and the othera in very much wider than 
it is In the foot of «. monkey. In f*ct, 
the thumb U almoat at a right angle to 
the sides of the foot. The other four

The 
other toea hare perfect nails like thorn 
of the human foot. The inatep ia high- 


he made no sign or motion whatever, 
until it came with a certain distance; 
then he would thrust out his hand with 
incredible speed and snatch it avray 
like a flash. In this act the movement 
of his hand was so quick that the eyes 
could scarcely follow it, and he was so 
accurate in his aim that he never missed 
the object. 


My own specimen of tlie Ikanda was 


an ungrateful wretch, and aa treacher- 
ous as possible. I tried for months to 
tame him. He would eat from my hand 
with perfect equanimity, and appeared 
to be as tame as a kitten, until he had 
secured the last morsel of food held in 
sight; then he would snap my fin gars as 
quickly as he had seized the food. Sev- 
eral times when I gave him food with 
my fingers, he took tie morsel in his 
mouth and at the same moment bit my 
finger. 
They are very silent animals, 


and during the whole time tiiat I had 
this one I never heard him utter the 
slightest sound except a low, faint 
squeak when angry. 


As I have already stated, the grasp of 


the Ikanda U remarkable. I have had 
this little beast aeize my finger, and I 
have worked for «everal minute* at a 
time, unable to extricate it. The more 
you try to take anything away from 
him, the tighter he grupa it; I bare had 
him almost wring; the akin oft my fing- 
ers. The only way to relax hla grasp 
was to Kent) j remove one toe at a time 
by putting a stick or pencil under it, or 
to distract hit attention and iatduoe him 
to walk away.

Injured In » Fi*nt—Tbe Body 


In .thu Republican of Wednesdayap- 


peared a notice of the sudden death of 
Warren B. Goodwin in a hotel at Phila- 
delphia during Monday night. It was 
given out that death was due to dropsy of 
the brain. The body was sent to the 
former 
home of Goodwin at Rossville 


in Vermilion connty this state. It now 
appears that Goodwin's death might have 
been caused by injuries received; -in a 
fight a short time ago.

niadc to get at the facts as will be eeeit by 
tho following telegram: 


Danville, III., April O.^-Coroner 


this afternoon received word from Rosif- 
villo to come to that place in the morning 
and hold an inquest over the body of W, 
R. Goodwin, who died very suddenly in 
Philadelphia a few days ago. An in- 
quest was hold over Goodwin in Philadelij 
phin, the Corner's jury there. I saying ;ln' 
their verdict that his death resulted from 
contusion of the brain. After the Phila- 
delphia inquest the body was shipped to 
Rossville, which is Mr. Goodwin's home. 
Mr. Goodwin was the proprietor of two 
shoe factories, ono at Rossvillo and one in 
Danville. For over a year he had not 
been on friendly terms with W. B. Red- 
den, an attorney. 
The difficulty grew out 


of some mercantile collections, which the 
lawyer held against Goodwin. A week 
ago Saturday, Goodwin entered a drug 
store, owned by Redden, in Rossville, 
and told tho attorney he came there for 
the especial purpose of giving him a good 
whipping. Redden endeavored to argue 
the shoe man out o[ his pugilistic frame 
of mind. Failing in this, R,edrtcn, who 
is a powerful man, sailed in with his fists, 
and hit Goodwin three or four terrible 
blows in the face. 
Goodwin fell back- 


wards, hitting a store counter with the 
back of his head, Goodwin was so severely 
punished that ho \yas confined to his 
house four or five days. As soon as he 
was able to walk he went to Philadelphia 


i a business trip, whore he died, 
ated. 
It is known that Goodwin was in Chi- 
igo on Saturday last. On Monday W. 
1. Starr, of this city, received a letter 
rom Mr. Goodwin, who was then in Chi- 
:igo. Mr. Starr thought no more ol' the 
lau until he saw in tho Republican that 
toilwiu was dead. Goodwin had cvi- 
iiitly started for Philadelphia Saturday 
ight, thinking little that he would be 
ukeu to his home a corpse. Goodwin 


a very nervous, impulsive man. As 


;ated the other day he made an effort to 
onduct a shoe factory here but things 
idu't go to suit him, and he left, retimi- 
ng to Rossville.
